MARKETING ' 


At present, according to a recent issue of 
the “ Monthly Review” of Barclay’s Bank, 
marketing schemes are jn operation in resvect 
of hops, milk, potatoes, pigs and bacon, while 
proposals are under consideration in regard 
to schemes for sugar-beet, cattle, milk pro- 
ducts and poultry products. The first of the 
measures undertaken by the Government was 
the legislation in December, 1951. under which 
duties were imposed ‘on imports of certain 
fruits; vegetables ani flowers from foreign 
sources. The Import Duties Act, which came 
into force on March Ist, 1932, placed a flat 
rate duty of 10 per cent. on foreign imports, 
with the exception of crrivals of wheat, maize, 
meat, live animale, fish of British taking, tea, 
cotton, and certain other commodities, mainly 
raw materials. 

By subsequent orders, additional duties were 
placed on a number of fresh and preserved 
articles of food. while, following the dispute 
with the Imsh Free State, several agricultural 
imports therefrom were subjected to a high 
revenue iar fí, Additional duties on foreign 
eggs, butter, cheese and a duty on foreign 
wheat were imposed as a result of the agree 
ments corcluded at Ottawa. Since the im- 
position of these duties, the acreage of veget- 
able-crops has-shown an expansion, the area 
of. orchard. fruit has increased, and poultry 
keeping continued to expand up to 1934, since 
when there has been a slight decline. Be- 
tween 1950-31 and 1933-34 the estimated 
output of hen eggs on holdings over. one. acre 
in England and Wales revealed a rise from 
2,564 million to 3,154 milhon, while the out- 
put of poultry is estimated to have increased 


during the same period from 25.3 million to 
34.0 million

The Wheat Act was passed in May, 1932.

The only existing copy of a volume of 
Italian folk legends, Miracles of the Holy 


; Virgin,” printed in 1498 in Venice, is one 


of over’500 works forming a catalogue now in 
preparation “of 15th’ century editions preserved 
in the dibrary óf the Ukrainian Academy of 
Sciences. 

Another unique volame. in. the .ratalogue is 
a treatise, ““The Art of Memory,” printed in 
Augsburg, in German, in 1749. This copy 
is said to’ bé the only one now in existentre. 
Among the old and rare books owned by 
the library is a collection of the “ Seventy- 
five small Editions,”’ comprising sneeches of 
foreign representatives-to the Papal Court in 
the 15th century, and printed between 1480 
and 1500 The collection contains a mass of 
interesting material on different aspects of the 
life of the period. 

Two volumes amung the incunabalae were 
printed by Johannes Gutenberg, the inventor 
of book printing (1455-1460). One of these 
volumes was discovered only last year.

kK 908 HUNDRED delegates of the 
Dickens Fellowship, resentin 
almost all the English- speaking a 
several continental countries, have just 
celebreted the centenary of the publication 
of “ The Pickwick Papors " by almost a 
fortnight of commemoration in London and 
the English shires. 

It was on the first day of April, 1826, 
that Messrs. Chapman and Hall, the 
London publishers, issued the first 
monthly number of “ The Posthumous 
Papers of the Pickwick Club ” ; and upon 
the first day oí April, 1936, the com- 
memorations, to which we refer above, 
opened with the re-enactnient. of a famous 
drive taken by Mr. Pickwick and his 
friends on a day of jollity to the Kentish 


hopfields. 
CHARACTERS 


The driver of the ancient coach in this 
twentieth century celebration was Mr. 
Bertram Mills, an Irishman; and along 
with him, and dressed in the fashion of a 
hundred years ago, went many members 
of the Fellowship, each attired in the 
costume of one of the characters in the 
famous novel. Thus, upon a seat beside 
the coachman’s box went Mr. Pickwick 
himself, telescope in pocket and notebook 
in hand ; and Sairey Gamp, the poetic Mr. 
Augustus Snodgrass, the sporting 
Nathaniel Winkle, Tracy Tupman, Alfred 
Jingle, and, of course, Sam Weller, were 
among the other passengers. We repro- 
duce a photograph of the coach and its 
occupants in this page ; and in doing so it 
might be added that there is some reason 
to regret that, apart from Mr. Bertram 
Mills mentioned herein, no Irish repre- 
sentatives were present among the 400 odd 
delegates who gathered together to do 
honour to a personality whose name will 
outlive those of most of the Victorian 


authors. 
IRISH ASSOCIATIONS 


The story of Mr. Pickwick and his 
associates has been translated into almost 
every language in the world; but, while a 
quarter of a century ago the works of 
Dickens were immensely popular in Dublin 
and in Ireland generally, it would appear 
that to-day they are overlooked—at any 
rate, by the younger generation of readers. 
This, however, is probably only a passing 
phase, and it is likely that at some future 
date there may be, as of old, a Dickens 
Society in Dublin. 

The associations of Dickens with Ireland 
are not, it is true, very great, but the 
author of ' The Pickwick Papers “ did, at 
any rate, pay us the compliment of visiting 
our country—an act which some of our 
modern and lesser novelists have failed to 

rform.

Dublin, and especially the history of many 
of the city merchants, can be traced back 
through many generations to—and often 
long before—the time when '“ The Pick- 
wick Papers ’’ were penned. 

So it is to-day that citizens who 
purchase goods and wares in many of the 
ásc gó shops and warehouses oí our 
capital city are simply following in the 
footsteps of long-dead Dubliners who 
patronised the same establishments when 
the “‘ wisecracks "’ of Mr. Samuel Weller 
were bringing smiles to the reading public 
for the first time. It is our pleasure to 
know that almost all such firms are con- 
sistent advertisers in the Jrish Times, and 
among these are some whose announce- 
ments appear in our columns to-day. 

In a brief résumé of their histories and 
activities given below lie a record of at 
least a hundred years’ progress, whicly in 
every case was made possible only throagh 
satisfying customers and clients in every 
generation. 


PIONEERS IN PENNY PACKETS 


Sir James Mackey, the founder of Sir 
James W. Mackey, Lid., seedsmen, was 
one of the first merchants to import 
Peruvian guano and chemical fertilisers 
into Ireland, while he also did good work 
in the cause of botanical science by using 
the large farm and garden at his country 
seat at Woodville, Lucan, as a trial 
ground for the selection of strains of veget- 
able seeds and farm root seeds, many of 
which are still, in existaace.

James Mackey was knighted for public 
services, being twice Lord Mayor of Dublin 
and once High Sheriff. Of his children, 
one daughter survives, who is now 
principal in the company of Sir James 
W. Mackey, Lid. 

Mr. Bagnet, a character in Dickens’: 
“ Bleak House.” was wont to pay tribute 
to feminine judgment. and once said, talk- 
ing of his “ old girl,” that “ she has the 
head, but I never own to it before her. 
Discipline must be maintained.’ 

In this connection it is interesting to 
note that a woman was once one of the 
arbiters of masculine dress in Dublin.

DUBLIN’S FIRST RESTAURANT. 


When George Mitchell 
restaurant ” in Grafton street in 1805: 
(the year of the Battle of Trafalgar) he 
was & pioneer for Mitchell's claim to be 
the first restaurant in Dublin. Then, and 
long into the days of Dickens, there was 
no such thing as afternoon tearooms, and 
the business of the firm was confined to 
supplying the beaux of Dublin with soup 
and mutton cutlets at lunch-time, and 
port wine later on in the day. It was not, 
indeed, amtil fifty or sixty years ago that 
habits changed, and that Mitchell's 
blossomed out in its present form. 

Since then the firm has undergone many 
alterations, and a bakery and _ sweet- 
making department are now part of the 
business. The modern building 
embraces two shops which formerly 
existed next door to it, and nothing 
remains of the original house 
old doorway at the back of the premises, 
which has been in existence for the 
hundred and fifty years. 

One of the most interesting facts which 
came to light during the rebuilding was an 
artesian well, a relic of the times when 
the city water supply was even more in- 
adequate than the critics say it 1s at 
present. 

The Mitchell family have controlled 
this firm in an unbroken succession, and 
the present proprietor, Mr. Robert Noel 
Mitchell, is the great-grandson of -the 
founder.

The making of steel in Ireland is a 
lost occupation, but Read’s was a famous 
firm in its day; and the name can be 
seen on many examples of old Irish 
cutlery. - Sword-making 
specialities, and several of the 
manufactured here are now in the 
Museum. It is not known when this trade 
started, but it is probable that Read's 
licence for ‘‘ swords and halberts,’’ dated 
1793, was granted many years after they 
had commenced this branch of their tradc.

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ANTI-BILIOUS PILLS 


Almost half a century before the 
Pharmaceutical Society of Ireland came 
into existence the chemists’ business which 
is now known as Hamilton, Long and Co. 
was opened—to be precise, in 1826. A 
relic, which goes back to the days when 
Dickens was trying his hand at the art of 
writing—in which later he was to becom: 
so famous—is an old bill-head, dated 1852. 
which is a receipt for payment by a 
purchaser of Hamilton and Long's anti- 
bilious pills. 

If all the prescriptions which have been 
made up by the firm had also been pr 
served the slips of paper might by now be 
sufficient to fill the premises ; for prescrip- 
tions have always been an important 
feature of Hamilton Long’s activities, and 
it is estimated that between fifteen and 
twenty millions of them have beon made 
up in the century and more of the firm’s 
history. 

Bewley and Evans was the name by 
which the business «vas first. known. Alter. 
wards Dr. Hamilton and Dr, Long came 
in, and the. premises in Sackville 
street were’ s mented by branches in 
Grafton  stre Rathmines, and Dun 
Laochaire. 

A CENTURY OF PROGRESS 


A milestone which registers one hundred 
years in-the life of a seed and hursery firm 
marks the progress from 1836 to 1936 of 
Messrs. Alex. Dickson, of 61 
street, Dublin. The progress has been 
steady- and consistent, and from a small 
beginning the firm has built up by sound 
business methods a reputation of which 
they are justly proud. 

Messrs, Dickson have been awarded more 
than 5,000 gold and silver medals, chal. 
lenge trophies and silver cups for their 
exhibits at the principal Shows in Ireland, 
Britain, the European and American Con- 
tinents, in competition with the leading | 
horticulturists.

ago. During this period it has descended 
from father to son, and the sixth genera. 
tion of the original family are now in the 
business. 

In 1780 photography and modern 
scientific technique were unknown, but as 
discoveries were made the firm kept step 
with them, and at me these develop- 
ments are catered for by the laboratory 
and photographic departments. which in 
course of time have been added to the

The family possesses many interesting 
documents and instruments, among which 
are a barometer made by the firm in 1780 
and a #heet of the Dublin Chronicle for 
May 10th, 1787, which contains an adver- 
tisement inserted by the founder of the 
firm, Seacome Mason.

Che Polo Season

Where Irish Still Survives 


There is a remote little village in South. 
East Tyrone on the shores of Lough 
Neagh. It is called Maghery. The in- 
habitants are all fishing folk. and their 
only harvest comes from the waters of the 
lake. They fish for pollen, and Lough 
Neagh is the only place in the world where 
it is found. Out they go in their rough, 
home-made boats and sturdy oars. pre- 
sentinc such an appearance as the mari- 
time peoples of Donegal when they, too, 
put off into the Atlantic to fish. Here. as 
In Donegal, Irish is still spoken: and 
though the number of villagers is very 
small they are keen enthusiasts in all the 
Gaelic sports, hurling and football. They 
are notorious for their longevity, and 
centenarians are comparatively . frequent 
round this shore. Irish is certainly a sur- 
vival here; it is not the habitual mode of 
speech, except for the older generations. 
English with a liberal infusion of Celtic 
satisfies the younger folk. 


Trish Gold Work 


lt is difficult to believe that from the 
progenitors of such backward folk came the 
many beautiful specimens of Irish gold 
work which decorate the rooms of the 
National Museum in Kildare street. But 
it must be s0, for many of the finest 
pieces are from the northern part of our 
island. Ulster visitors not infrequently 
notice this even with pride, and covetously 
admire treasures which their own museum 
in Belfast does not possess. Those torques 
and circlets and brooches of beaten gold 
which so delight the eye, and which were 
wrought some two thousand years ago, are 
not surpassed even by the finest examples 
of Mycenean gold. Craftsmen cannot be 
found anywhere now who would undértake 
to reproduce such exquisite filigree work 
and enamelling as are to be seen on the 
Ardagh Chalice or on the many collarettes 
on view in the central hall: but even the 
best of these are, merely relics, yet they 
are sufficient to make us wonder. 

Can people such as the Donegal or 
Machery fishermen, whose methods ‘and 
devices are so crude, be the submerged 
descendants of this brilliant civilisation of 
the past?

lightming. An “ancient Latin called 
Tarchon ‘fenced ‘iis land with bryony to 
protect it from lightning. Its root is 
much esteemed for its healing’ qualities. 
In the garden of Apollo, ‘the Sun God— 
the Golden Garden of the Hesperide—all 
the plants had marvellous — protective 
powers. It will be remembered by 
classical scholars that Mercury gave 
Ulysses a magic herb called ‘‘ Moly”’ to 
protect him from the wiles of Circe. Some 
authorities think Moly is the same as 
Garlic. (If this is so, it is understand- 
able why Circe kept at a safe distance.) 
Others say it is Rue, which in medieval 
England was known as “ Herb of Grace ”’ 
owing to its supposed magical: power. 
Then there is the humble potato which, if 
stolen and worn surreptitiously, keeps 
away theumatism ; and the baked yam of 
the Maoris of New Zealand, which that 
race carries about to frighten away ghosts.

That last Saturday’s race at 
Donington was won by an Italian car, just 
as was the Donington “ Grand Prix ”’ at 
the end of last season ! 

There had been a steady trickle into 
Britain of Alfas and Maseratis. It seems 
to have been the ambition of every English 
racing man. eventually to own something 
in the style of an ex-Ferrari model. Well, 
the trickle has stopped. The stream has 
been dammed by sanctions. 


Our Races 


IN Ireland we are concerned about this 

matter. There were cars which friends 
of Irish racmg had intended to run here, 
which had been bought and paid for, as 
they say, and which are now restricted im 
their activity to the far side of the English 
Channel, 


There was, for example, one of th 
smaller Maseratis—out of the same stable 
as the cars which fought it out with the 
E.R.A. at Monte Carlo on Saturday. 
lt was claimed to be a very fast machine. 
faster than any E.R.A. There may be a 
clue to whether it actually was in the 
result of the Coupe Prince Rainier. 


Reports which have just come to hand 
show that the E.R.A. cars were cock of the 
walk at Monte Carlo. 


As a sequel to sanctions the Italian 
cars to be seen im Ireland this year will 
show no improvement upon those which 
were raced last year at Limerick and in 
the Phoenix Park; but is it necessary to 
have anything faster than Dobson’s 
Maserati, which lapped the Park course 
at virtually 100 miles per hour, or Fontes’ 
Alfa? I think not. 

Consequently there is no reason for the 
bringing out of the sackcloth and ashes. 
Anyway, there should be plenty of com. 
pensation for the missing Italians in the 
presence, I hope, of more than one E.R.A. 

Don’t you remember the “ kick ” we got 
out of Fairfield’s E.R.A. at Limerick ? 
The glamour has worn off the Italian cars, 
but the E.R.A., Britain’s premier racing 
car, 1s turned out in such small numbers 
that the fascination of individuality is 
still strong.

SIX DAYS’ TRIAL: AN EXAMPLE FOR IRELAND 


——£—— 


HE names of seven motor cyclists who 
have expressed willingness to ride for 
Ireland in the International Six Days’ 
Trial have been submitted to the General 
Executive Committee of the Motor Cycle 
Union, and it is expected that the consti- 
tution of the teams soon will be an- 
liounced. 

Ireland is ineligible to compete for the 
International Trophy, which is open onl) 
to teams riding machines of the same 
nationality as their riders. We are, how- 
ever, eligible to take part in the Vase 
competition, in which competitors may use 
machines of any nationality, and on three 
occasions we have come very close to win- 
ning the Vase. 

For many years Great Britain was 
supreme in the Trophy competition, but 
recently its riders have been playing 
second fiddle to the Germans. That ts an 
intolerable position for the British motor 
cycle industry, and this year great prepara- 
tions are being made to ensure that the 
team members are i: first-class condition, 
and the machines in perfect mechanical 
order. 

Ireland’s interest in the trial is not so 
vital as Britain’s; for we are only con- 
cerned from a sporting point of view. 
Nevertheless. we do want to win that Vase. 
The Motor Cycle Union of Ireland has 
spent a lot of money—virtually all its 
accumulated funds—in sending men to the 
Six Days’ Trial, and 1f we could win it, 
just once, that financial sacrifice would 
seem well justified. 

The riders always have performed 
ereditably, but they have experienced a 
lot of hard luck. . Once we lost the Vase 
through the ‘‘ A ” team being deceived as 
to the official time, largely ‘because of the 
language difficulty and a foreign checker’s 
methods. Last year one of our riders took 
his machine to the finish without loss of 
marks, and then could not get it started 
in the speed test. 

There is for us, however, a lesson in the 
thorough way the Auto-Cycle Union is 
making its plans. Can we tackle the trial 
with the same seriousness? Can we make 


vee of some of the research which manu- 
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facturers are carrying out on Britain's 
behalf? 

Through the courtesy of Mr. T. W. 
Loughborough, its secretary, Í am per- 
mitted to publish the following informa- 
tion about the A.C.U. plans:— 

Dr. R. L. Galloway, an experienced in- 
ternational trial rider, is: prescribing diet 
and exercises to assure the physical fit- 
ness of all the drivers. Special attention 
is being given to the drivers’ hotel ac- 
commodation in Germany, where the trial 
takes place, and to the nature of the food 
they will consume. 

During July a preliminar 
of the team machines an 
take place. 

‘The machines of the Trophy and Vase 
teams must be fitted with air cleaners, 
compressed air bottles—which are being 
supplied through the Dunlop Rubber 
Company. The Dunlop Company is as- 
sisting in investigating the question of 
the most suitable tyre, so that the drivers 
will have the very best available. 

Puncture sealing compound must be 
used by all members of the teams, and 
nail catchers must be fitted. ° 

An official interpreter will be engaged 
to assist the team manager. 

Now, can the M.C.U.I. make any use 
of that information? I think that a tech- 
nical committee should be appointed— 
men like F. G. Holmes and J. Carville, 
with a few riders of the C. Duffin type— 
to consider some of the points to which 
the A.-C.U. ig giving attention. The 
General Executive Committee must not 
be @atisfied merely to select the teams and 
hope for the best. We must take this In- 
ternational Six Days’ Trial more 
seriously. 

Further, it seems to me to be an 
unsatisfactory business to take delivery of 
machines from manufacturers. on the eve 
of the trial. Every machine to be used by 
the riders should be in Ireland for at 
least a week to allow of the men who will 
handle them making them really fit 
for the trial. Manufacturer - prepared 
machines have let us down in the past.

HE marriage rate for the Trish Free 

| State is the lowest in the: British Isles. 
This fact is revealed by the Registrar 
General's report for the fourth quarter of 


rate for that period as 4.3 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population, This rate has remained 
steady during the corresponding quarter of 
each of the preceding five years. The rate 
for Catholic marriages was 4.4 and for all 
other marriages 2.6 per 1,000. 

In Novthern Ireland the marriage rate for 
the quarter was 7.2 per 1,000, and in Sco*- 
land 7.9. In England and Wales the rat? 
for the third quarter of 1935. (the latest 
pied for which returns are available) was 
0.8 per 1,000. 

The marriage rate for the twelve months 
in the Free State was 4.7, a total of 14,197 
marriages taking place. The period July 
September seems to be the most popular fo. 
marrying, for during those months 4,084 mar 
riages took place. 


THE BIRTH-RATE 


The births registered in 1935 totalled 58.219 
—29,906 males and 28.313 females. or 1.056 
of the former to 1,000 of the latter. The 
birth rate is slightly up in the urban areas 
(from 24.3 in 1934 to 25.0 last year) and 
down (from 17.0 to 16.7) in the rural areas. 
The infant mortality rates remains unchanged 
at, 67, but the deaths from puerperal con- 
ditions show a decline from 4.5 per 1,000 in 
the vears 1930-'34 to 4.1 last year. 

While the death rate of 137 is higher 
than in 1934, it is 0.2 below the average rate 
for the preceding five years—21.550 males 
and 19.959 females died during 1935. Death 
rates from the principal epidemic diseases, 
influenza and pulmonary. tuberculosis, all 
showed an increase of 0.1 over the previous 
year. but the death rate from ordinary tuber- 
culosis (1.2 per 1,000) was the same as for 
the previous five years. 


GROWING POPULATION 


The population of the Free State at the 
middle of last vear was estimated as 3,035,000 
ns (1.545.000 males and 1.488.000 
emales), showing an increase of 20,000 when 
compared with the estimate at the middle of 
1934. The natural increase during the fourth 
quarter of 1955 was 3,564, as compared with 
an average of 3.877 for the corresponding 
quarter of vhe preceding five years, 


A WEEK’S FIGURES 


Deaths from the _ principal epidemic 
diseases recorded for the twelve principal 
towns in the Free State last week, according 
to the weekly return of births and deaths. 
were represented by an annual rate of 0.7 
per 1,000. 

In Cork County Borough the percentage 
of deaths during the week was represented 
by an annual rate of 19.9 per 1,000, while 
births were represented by an annual rate 
of 10.0. 

The number of births registered in Dublin 
during the week was 220—115 boys and 105 
girls. Exelusive of 23 which occurred in 
institutions, the number was 197, repre- 
senting a rate of 23.7 per 1,000. 

The number of deaths registered was 168— 
93 males and 75 females. Twenty-two 
deaths related to persons belonging to other 
areas, the actual number for the city being 
146, representing a rate of 17.5 per 1,000. 
Seven violent deaths were istered, one 
due to burns and three to injuries caused by 
motor vehicles. Forty-two of the deaths in 
the city were those of children under five, 
thirty-two being infants under one year. 
Thirty-eight were those of persons of sixty- 
five years and upwards. 

Deaths from all causes for last week and 
for the last four weeks respectively were 
represented by the following annual rates 
per 1,000 of the ulation :—Twelve 
rincipal towns, 16.7 an 4; Dublin City, 
175 and 19.3; Dun Laoghaire Borough, 10.1 
and 15.2: Cork, 19.9 and 19.9; Limerick, 
13.2 and 17.2; and Waterford, 21.7 and 13.7.

“Wr do not want politics in sport, but 


we want nationalism,’ said Mr. 
Frank J. O'Dea, President of the 
National Athletic and Cycling Association, 
addressing the annual “ite oí the Gaelic 
Athletic Association in Dublin yesterday. 
Mr. O'Dea said that Ireland had been 
admitied as a member of the. International 
Federation of Athletics in 1924, and had com- 
peted at the Olympic Games in 1924-1928 and 
1932. . Dumng that period the control of 
athletics and cyclists in Ireland was under the 
Mational Athletic and Cycling Association. 
iinfortunately a difference, which might have 
been described as a domestic character, arose. 
They all knew the results. The National 
Athletic and Cycling Association had been 
suspended miteruationally, and he himself had 
tried to heal the breach. As far as he could 
see, they were going to be hmited to the 
Free State area, but they were not to 
allow their conttrol to pass from them. The 
contention of the National Athletic and Cycl- 
ing Association was that there could be only 
one result, and that was the partition of the 
country in that branch of sport, and the 
prohibition of friendly rivalry between all 
parts of Ireland. They were going to carry 
on, no matter what happened, in the name oi 
the Irish athletes of the past, who had been 
known throughout the civilised world, 


UNFAIR 


It was unfair that the dispute should have 
arisen, but it was dué to-some political 
trickery. He held that sport was an inter- 
national necessity, but they were Irishmen 
first. He felt that they could rest assured 
that they had the warm support of every 
member of the G.A.A. in their efforts to 
maintain control over Ireland, The National 
Athletic and Cycling Association were fully 
determined to keep their cortrol of the whole 
of Ireland, and no power on earth would 
force them from the path they had decided on.

that as Irishmen their interest in the Games 
had ceased, having regard to the divorcement 
of the Irish athletes from the international 
body: 

The President (Mr. O'Keefe) suggested that 
the National Athletic and Cycling Association 
should consider the advisability of changing 
their constitution in order to bring it more 


in regard to ‘‘ foreign ” games. 

Congress passed a resolution to the effect 
that members of the G.A.A. be not permitted 
to compete at sports meetings in Ireland 
except under the National Athletic and 
Cycling Association (Ireland) laws. 


HUMAN REMAINS 
FOUND AT SUTTON 


BELIEVED TO HAVE BEEN 
BURIED FOR A CENTURY 


The remains of three persons—two adults 
and a young girl—were unearthed at a 
house in Sutton Cross, County Dublin, during 
the week-end. The remains consist of two 
skulls and a number of bones, and it is 
believed that they may have been buried in 
the sandy soil for a century or more. 

The discovery was made by a son of the 
proprietor of the Sutton Cross Pharmacy 
(Mrs. Madden) while he was digging up the 
earth by the kitchen door to prepare for the 
concreting of a step. The youth, Dermot 
Madden, found the remains between one and 
two feet below the surface. 

Police from Howth and Dr. Thomas A. 
Kelly, of Sutton Cross, have examined the 
bones, and they are still at. Mrs. Madden's 
house awaiting inspection by officials from 
the National Museum, who will visit the scene 
to-morrow. The jaw of one of the skulls 
contained a perfect set of teeth. 

The scene of the excavation 1s about three 
hundred yards away from an old burial 

round, and it is believed that during the 
amine period many bodies were interred on 
the Common which is now Sutton Cross,

The one certainty is 
that his Cabinet is far from the har- 
monious unit which, in the present 
condition of affairs, it ought to be ; the one 
probability is that a reorganisation of 
some kind will be made. Whether the 
resulting body will be more closely in 
accord with the views of the British people 
at large remains to be seen. It hardly 
can be further remote from those views; 
for everything suggests that a very sub- 
stantial part of the Cabinet’s personnel 
is highly unpopular, and will discredit 
the entire Government if it remains much 
longer. 
So lately as six months ago the cleavage 
in the Cabinet seemed to lie between the 
Conservative and the “ National Labour ”’ 
members, and was dictated by rivalry 
between their social policies. The present 
cleavage is on foreign policy. Mr. Baldwin, 
in all probability, regrets that he ever 
placed Mr. Anthony Eden in the key 
position of Foreign Secretary; for Mr. 
Eden, his ambitions and activities, are 
the source of all the Cabinet’s discomfort. 
Mr. Eden is still in the thirties, and to 
entrust a leading Ministry to a man of 
less than sixty was a breach with British 
tradition for many years past. The breach, 
in our view, has been justified to the full 
by the young Foreign Secretary’s handling 
of affairs at Geneva and elsewhere—but 
our view cannot be Mr. Baldwin's. New 
wine has been put into an old bottle, and 
the bottle shows every sign of bursting. 
Mr. Eden has “ gone all out” for the 
Covenant of the League; Mr. Baldwin 
clearly has every desire to forget about 
Great Britain’s rights and obligations 
under -that instrument, and therein it 
looks as if he enjoyed the support of many 
other members of his Cabinet. An English 
ap ir recalls Mr. Eden’s statement: 
ye, for my part, that not lightly 
we seek to amend the Covenant,” 
whereas the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
“We must wait for calmer times. 
When that time comes we shall have to 
review the whole conditions, the whole 
stitution, functions and scope of the 
League of Nations.” In a word, Mr.

“The tast few months have shown 
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hesitate to comment upon Mr. Baldwin's 
“decline,” Mr. Baldwin's “ growing un- 
popularity,” Mr, Baldwin’s “ diminishing 
prestige’; and not only Liberal and 
Labour journals have hinted that England 
wants another Prime Minister. Until 
to be a favoured cand date, but within the 
last week or two M:. Chamberlain has 
been allying himself so definitely with Mr. 
Baldwin ‘that the replacement hardly 
would make a tangible difference in the 
Government’s outlook. The need of a 
change, of course, may pass. Mr. Bden 
may fail in his efforts to secure a united 
anti-Italian front at Geneva, in which 
event his ‘star almost certainly will set, 
and a new Foreign Secretary, more 
amenable to the rest. of the Cabinet, will 
replace the stormy petrel—if the British 
people permit. Whatever Mr. Eden may 
choose to dó at Geneva—so long as he 
maintains a firm stand against Italy—the 
people will fat at his back, and will 
support him against his Laodicean 
colleagues. There is no doubt that the 
Foreign Secretary has gauged the people’s 
sentiment to a nicety. They will not be 
dragged, on any account, into a war, 
either with Germany or with France, on 
account of the Rhineland, but they will 
permit no weakening in the face of Signor 
Mussolini’s threats and defiances. Mr. 
Baldwin has failed to calculate Britain’s 
feeling. He is tragically content to take 
the line of least resistance—to avoid action 
against the Italians, and to enter into 
time-serving commitments on the Con. 
tinent—in order that any danger of 
violence may be averted until his political 
life is over. The Marquess of Londonderry 
was too energetic an Air Minister for the 
Premier's tastes, and he disappeared. Mr. 
Eden is too energetic a Foreign Secretary, 
and, if Mr. Baldwin dared, Mr. Eden, too, 
would disappear. Unfortunately, the 
departure of Mr. Eden would be followed 
by the almost immediate departure from 
office of Mr. Baldwin himself. It will be 
interesting to watch how the Premier 
escapes from his present dilemma. The 
coming months promise to be as full of 
intrigue and evasion as any in the history 
of the British Cabinet.

Airship and Aeroplane 


Germany’s new Zeppelin, the Hinden- 
burg, has returned safely to Friedrichs- 
haven from her voyage across the Atlantic 
to South America, and the achievement 
raises again the question of airship 
versus aeroplane. In theory, there is 
much to be said on either side. The aero- 
plane is faster and very much more easy 
to manceuvre, especially in moments of 
crisis ; but the airship, capable as it is of 
carrying a much heavier load of passengers 
and cargo, would seem to be even more 
suitable for long-distance flights. In the 
near future, it is generally agreed, air 
transport will becomé a commonplace, but 
it is not at all certain that aeroplanes can 
be developed to such a point that they 
will be able to cope with it on a large 
scale. Germany, on the contrary, has 
proved that the large airship has great 
possibilities. The voyage of the Hinden- 
burg to South America and back—not to 
speak of the trans-Atlantic journeys of 
several previous Zeppelins—was carried 
out in perfect safety with a greater 
number of passengers than could be 
accommodated in any modern aeroplane, 
and with none of the uncertainty which 
attends a long flight in a heavier-than-air 
machine. The fact is, however, that every 
country except Germany is afraid of the 
airship, and with some cause. The terrible 
disaster to the R 101 and similar accidents 
in America have given both Great Britain 
and the United States a distrust of this 
means of transport which will not be 
removed easily. They are inclined to feel 
that airships, even when filled with non- 
inflammable gas, are potential death- 
traps, and they have ceased to build them. 
It cannot be denied that the airship is 
clumsy when compared with the aeroplane, 
that it is more at the mercy of bad 
weather, and that it can be moored only 
at the few places where special accom- 
modation has been prepared for it. Never- 
theless, it seems a pity that its claims 
should have been dismissed so quickly, 
and that only one country in the world 
should be giving any serious attention to 
its development now. Great Britain and 
the United: States have had some bitter 
experiences in the past, but Germany’s 
record shows that that country either has 
had remarkably good luck or that its 
craftsmen and designers have a talent 
which is not shared by the others. On the 
whole, the second assumption seems more 
likely to be true; for the freedom from 
accidents of the German machines cannot 
be due entirely to chance. A regular trans- 
Atlantic service might have been estab- 
lished this year if it had not been for 
the loss of the Macon, which caused the 
United States to abandon her plans for a 
joint service with -German). America 
might have been wiser if she had studied 
the German methods before she came to 
this decision, and it may be that the 
Hindenburg’s flight will remind other 
countries that the airship, as a means of 
travel, is by no means démodé.

MR ROOSEVELT’S 
RETURN 


» 


The Times, in a leading article, says :— 
American statesmen have their anxieties, 
no less than European, of a different kind, 
but, perhaps, equally perplexing. Mr. 
Roosevelt is now back at work after a 
brief holiday in southern waters, and will 
open his election campaign in a speech at 
Baltimore to-night. 

Mr. Roosevelt is certain to be adopted 
as the Democratic candidate, though Mr. 
Al Smith's opposition will at least make 
the convention interesting. At one time 
it seemed as if his criticism might cause 
a serious split among the Democrats. His 
vehement attack upon the New Deal at a 
Liberty League dinner a couple of months 
ago, warmly applauded by the Republicans 
at the time, is now felt to have missed 
fire. The strength of Mr. Roosevelt's 
appeal to the ordinary American voter 
lies in the belief that he is fighting to 
protect the little man against the abuses 
and oppressions of the big business 
interests. It, therefore, possibly did him 
more good than harm to be attacked at 
a@ gathering of leading financiers and 
business men. 

Much will depend upon the choice o 
the Republican candidate to oppose Mr. 
Roosevelt. Mr. Borah has announced that 
he is letting his name go forward, and a 
contest between him and the President 
would be a genuine contest of principle. 
They represent two diametrically opposed 
policies for meeting what both regard as 
the great danger in the present system— 
the control of the economic activities of 
the country by wealthy monopolies and 
quasi-monopolies. 

Whereas Mr. Roosevelt recognises that 
mass production, mass distribution. and 
the pooling of capital have great economic 
advantages, and in any case have come to 
stay, Mr. Borah refuses to accept the 
elimination of the individual as an inde- 
pendent factor in production and 
exchange. His age—he is now over 
seventy—makes it unlikely that he wil] be 
chosen, but he is certain to play a 
prominent part in the convention, insist- 
ing that his ideas shall be embodied in 
the party platform, . The choice is more 
likely to fall má Governor Landon, of 
Kansas or Colonel Knox, of Chicago, 
either of whom would make a more 
orthodox Republican candidate, though 
neither rivals Senator Borah as a national 
figure, or represents so definite a point of 


view.

Lord Bayford, Chairman of the Associa- 
tion of Conservative Clubs, has been t 
ing a number of: centres, and has indi- 
cated the directions in which Conservative 
clubmen may be of service to the party 
In the past there has been little political 
activity among the Conservative clubmen, 
except at election time, but this positioc 
has been altered, and there is far more 
life in the party generally now than there 
has been for some time past. In 
London suburbs the increase in activit 
has been great, and many meetings, un- 
usual at such a period in the history of 
the party, are’ being arranged. A reason 
given for this development is that the 
Liberal Party is no longer a bulwark 
against Socialism, and the Conservatives 
must face the fact that they stand alone. 


The Coronation 


The official announcement of the actual 
date of the Coronation in May of next 
year will be followed by the traditiona! 
proclamations, which in London will be 
delivered- by the Garter King of Arms, 
Lancaster Herald, Norroy King of Arms, 
and Clarenceux King of Arms, with the 
Heralds and Pursuivants at St. James's 
Palace, Charing Cross, Chancery Lane, the 
City boundary and the Royal Exchance. 
Documents concerning these proclamations 
are now being prepared by the Duke oí 
Norfolk, who, as Earl Marshal, is chief of 
the College of Arms, and they will be com- 
pleted as soon as the Order in Council 
announcing the date is promulgated. lt is 
thought in Court circles that the Corona- 
tion will take place towards the end of 
May rather than the beginning. 

A great rallv of ex-Service men from al! 
parts of the Empire is being planned to 
coincide with the Coronation. Over a 
thousand members of the Australian Ex 
peditionary Force have already expressed 
their intention of attending, and larze 
contingents are expected from Canada, 
New Zealand and South Africa. The rally 
is intended as an expression of loyalty to 
the King, a comrade in the War, and the 
expenses of the journey will be borne by 
the delegates individually. Before the 


demonstration by Canadian War veterans.

Britain Beats Italy 
: | 


GREATCAR RACE 
SUCCESS

E.R.A. Victory at 
Monte Carlo 


——

R.A. cars scored a great victory for 

* Britain on Saturday, when Prince 
Birabongse, driving as ' B. Bira,’’ won 
the Coupe Prince Rainier, presented by 
the twelve years old n of the 
Prince of Monaco, for race for cars 
up to 1,500 c.c. over the same street course 
as will be used in to-day’s Monaco Grand 
Prix. 

This was the first race to be held for the 
Prince Rainier Cup, and it resolved itself 
into a struggle between Britain and Italy, 
represented by E.R.A. and Maserati cars 
respectively. There were other cars in the 
race, but it was the fight between E.R.A. 
and Maserati which mattered. 

Last year the British cars had slightly 
the better of the Italians in the races in 
which they met. It was rumoured that 
during the winter great additional speed 
had been secured for the Maseratis, but 
Saturday's race showed the E.R.A.’s to 
be dominant. They finished first, second, 
third, fourth and sixth. 

Subsequently P. G. Fairfield, who had 
finished fourth, was disqualified, as was 
also Raymond Mays, another E.R.A. 
driver, because their cars were pushed 
after they had stopped at the pits for 
fuel. Fairfield, it will be recalled, was 
second in last year’s street race in 
Limerick. Already this year he had 
finished third in the South African Grand 
Prix and second in the British Empire 
Trophy. 

These disqualifications left the final 
placings as follow:—

minutes, 51.5 seconds (average speed 52.98

“ Bira’’ and Lehoux were the only 
drivers to cover the full 50 laps (99 miles). 

Fastest lap was made by G. Rovere, 
Maserati, in 2 minutes, 8 seconds (55.56 
m.p.h.). 


TENNI TAKES LEAD 


Earl Howe led for the first three laps, 
but then O. Tenni, Maserati, overtook him. 
Earl Howe drove into the pits during the 
seyenth lap with carburetter trouble, and 
“ Bira ” jum into second place. Ear] 
Howe gradually dropped back, and after 
ten laps was twelfth, with Tenni, “ Bira ”’ 
and Fairfield disputing the lead. 

At half-way Tenni led from “ Bira,”’ 
Embiricos and Fairfield, but in the thirty- 
third lap Tenni had a narrow escape and 
lost the lead. His car just scra a 
barrier, and the slight stoppage enabled 
‘‘ Bira ” to shoot in front, 

With fifteen laps to go Earl Howe, Fair. 
field, McEvoy and Kautz challenged Tenni 
for second place. Shortly afterwards 
Tenni retired. 

Fairfield lost a great deal of (ime when 

came round the Casino corner and 
found the road blocked by two Maseratis 
which had gkidded and sr He was 
unable to &void them, and crashed into 


one of them, bending his starting handle 
right under and putting it out of action. 
Immediately afterwards Lehoux came 
round the corner and skidded with scream- 
ing brakes into Fairfield’s car, to damage 
his own brakes and steering. 

OUT OF CONTROL 

Just before the end of the race four 
Maseratis got into trouble on a sharp 
uphill turn. Villoresi got partly out of 
control before the corner, mounted the 
sandbagged wall, leapt a good six feet 
into the air, and continued unhurt. 

There were eighteen starters — six 
E.R.A.’s, nine Maseratis, one Alta, one 
Bugatti and one Amilcar. 

ERA. gets its name from the company 
which manufactures it—British Racing 
Automobiles, Ltd., which was formed a 
little over two years ago with the object 
of building a British racing car capable 
of upholding the country’s reputation in 
international events. 

So far only cars of 1,100 c.c., 1,500 c.c. 
and 2,000 c.c. have been made, so. that the 
English racers have not yet clashed with 


Prince BrraBoncse. 


the big Grand Prix stuff, like the 
Mercedes-Benz and Auto-Union. They 
have, however, done wonderfully well in 
their classes, and Saturday’s victory at 
Monaco definitely establishes them as the 
greatest small car in the world. 

Prince Birabongse, who won Saturday’s 
race, is a Siamese prince. He drives 
under the nom-de-route of ‘* Bira,” but 
his identity never really has been a secret, 
He drove in last year’s Tourist Trophy 
race in Ulster. 

Marcel Lehoux, who finished second, is 
an Algerian, ‘and his inclusion in the 
official E.R.A. team—Mays and Earl Howe 
were the other members—had been mildly 
criticised on the ground that three English- 
men should have been chosen. Lehoux, 
however, is a “star” driver, who has 
driven under the colours of the Scuderia 
Ferrari. 

Embiricos is a Greek. 

Foreigners thus played a mighty part 


in scoring this Monaco victory for Britain.

Messrs. Harland and Wolff, Ltd., are 
making arrangements for the construction 
of a large new aircraft factory, adjoining 
their Queen’s Island works at Belfast.

The Belfast Harbour Board is pressing 
forward the construction of an aerodrome 
and seaplane base, on about 400 acres of 
reclaimed land at Sydenham, Belfast. This 
will form one of the most compact air 
bases in the United Kingdom, and will be 
the most westerly in situation. It is also 
proposed to establish a seaplane base on 
Lough Foyle at Londonderry. It will he 
several months before a start can be made 
with the construction of the new aeroplane 
factory at Belfast.

DISAPPEARANCE IN A

A secret understanding between Japan 
and Germany was virtually concluded at 
the beginning of this year, reports 
Madame Tabouis in the @uvre.. She says 
that fresh information on this entente, 
which has been suspected for some time, 
has now reached Geneva. 

One clause in this alleged agreement is 
said to refer to the Marshall and 
Marianne islands, in the Pacific—former 
German possessions, which were handed 
over to Japan after the War under a 
League mandate, which forbids her to for- 
tify them. It is reported that Germany 
has now surrendered to Japan all claim 
to these former colonies, which are im- 
portant naval. outposts in the scheme of 
Japanese defence. 

In Geneva, says Madame Tabouis, 
pointed comment is made of the apparent 
willingness of Germany to abandon all 
claims to these ex-colonies in favour of 
Japan, while demanding that France and 
Britain shall give back former German 
possessions in other parts of the world. 

In this connection it may be recalled 
that for some time past there have been 
persistent rumours of a Japano-German 
understanding, by which the two countries 
would co-operate in the event of a war 
with Soviet Russia. 

These reports have been strenuously de- 
nied in Tokyo and Berlin, but the inten- 
sive military preparations by Soviet 
Russia in the past two years are believed 
to have been due to fears of such a com- 
bined attack.

to Italian and Abyssinian attitudes 


toward charges of violation of the laws 
of war are clarified in a series of telegrams 
issued by the League this afternoon. 

The Italian Government says: “ The 
observance of the laws of war has been, 
and is, the constant rule of the Italian 
Army. The observance of these laws must 
be bilateral.. The Italian military autheri- 
ties cannot do otherwise than punish evéry 
inhuman atrocity committed by its adver- 
sary in contempt of every principle of law 
and humanity.’’ 

The Abyssinian Foreign Minister says 
that Ethiopia has strictly conformed to the 
international agreements regulating the 
conduct of warfare, despite flagrant and 
systematic acts of violation on the part of 
Italy. Ethiopia has even refrained from 


The Abuna (Archbishop of 

Abyssinia) Kiryllos, who sent an 

Easter message to all Archbishops 

throughout the world, protesting 

against the bombing of churches and 

the gassing of civilians by the Italian 
invaders, 


all measures of reprisals against these 
violations. It is possible, however, that 
in isolated cases individuals have reacted 
against the inhuman methods employed 
by the Italians. The Ethiopian Govern- 
ment has taken all steps to impose severe 
punishment for any such lapses. 

The international law experts in Geneva, 
commenting on the hint of reprisals con- 
tained in the Italian Note, point out that 
reprisals against the violations of the laws 
of war are in themselves illegal if they 
contravene existing agreements. 

The League also publishes the protest 
of the Negus against the adjournment of 
the discussion on additional sanctions. 

The Italian Government communicates 
to the League the alleged details of the 
career of Dr. Belau, who, they say, is not 
a doctor at all, but is a deserter from the 
Polish Army. In a Note presented to the 
League on Friday the Abyssinian Govern- 
ment requested the Committee of Thirteen 
to hear the evidence of Dr. Belau, “ who 
was made prisoner by the Italian troops, 
and under threat of death was compelled 
to sign a false statement regarding the 
bombing of the American Red Cross 
hospital at Dessie last December.” 


BADOGLIO ABOLISHES 
SLAVERY 


With a proclamation, simple and 
slightly Biblical in its phrasing, Marshal 
Badoglio yesterday abolished slavery in 
all the territories of Abyssinia so far 
occupied by Italian troops. 

Mr. Emmanuel Abraham, Secretary to 
the Ethiopian Legation, speaking at a 
League of Nations’ Union meeting at 
Bristol yesterday, referred to slaves in 
Abyssinia. ‘There exists a form of 
slavery in -Ethiopia,” he said, “ but it 
should be remembered that this institu- 
tion, being almost as ancient as our 
history, cannot be abolished with a stroke 
of the pen. The so-called slaves are treated 


as members of the family to which they 
belong.”’ 


EASTER ACTIVITY 


Italian aeroplanes carried out a heavy 
bombardment yesterday of the Abyssinian 
village of Warra Ilu on the “ Imperial 
Road,’’ some 40 miles south of Dessie and 
100 miles from Addis Ababa, according to 
reports from Abyssinian sources. The 
number of victims is not known, but it is 
believed that several persons were killed,

The death in an air crash has been: re- 
vealed in Rome of General Mario Bel- 
trami, of the Italian Air Force. The 
accident occurred on Friday in the Milan 
district.

NEW deal with Great Britain on the 
financial relations with Northern 
Ireland has been advocated frequently 
within the past few years. . Recently the 
demand has become more clamant follow- 
ing revaliation, education levies and 
other transfers of burdens to the shoulders 
of the ratepayers. That ther- is a need 
for a new inquiry into the financial rela- 
tions is undoubted. The final report of 
the Northern Ireland Specias Arbitration 
Committee, known as the Colwyn Report, 
issued in March, 1925, a ne Íol- 
lowi paragraph :'— We do not con- 
sider ‘that the principles of this report 
should be necessarily applied for a longer 
period than five years without s re- 
consideration of the problem, unless the 
results of their application have proved 
sufficiently satisfactory to both sides to 
enable their being applied for a further 
iod.”” This indicates that there was 
nothing final about the financial relations 
between both areas, but that those rela- 
tions should be capable of periodic adjust- 
ment. The main object of this Arbitra- 
tion Committee was to design a formula 
for the payment of Northern Ireland's 
imperial contribution. It laid down that 
this contribution should be, roughly (and 
subject to slight adjustments), the amount 
of surplus revenue’ after all Northern 
Ireland services, transferred ar.d reserved, 
were paid. But it went much further 
than that. It set up calculations based 
upon the standard year 1925-24, and 
added: “ In the case of any future shift- 
ing of expenditure from or to local rates 
in Great Britain allowance shall. be made 
so that Northern Ireland shall not suffer 
or benefit, as the case may be, merely on 
account of such charge. 


Why New Inquiry Necessary 


The flaw in the Colwyn Committee 
report is that it gave no indication of what 
was to happen if the revenue “> at 
Westminster and collected in. Northern 
Ireland was not sufficient to pay the cost 
of the services, much less an imperial con- 
tribution. Instead of holding a new 
inquiry and getting the finances placed 
u a new basis which would ensure to 
Northern Ireland its positicn as a part of 
the United Kingdom, with a common 
fiscal and financial system, various new 
arrangements have been entered into which 
depart from the basic principles of the 
Colwyn Committee award. Education 
levies and redgced derating grants are two 
of them, and also the new gat ay Pm 
insurance agreement, which, while admir- 
able in itself as emphasising the essential 
unity .of Northern Ireland and Great 
Britain, bases that unity on the fluctua- 
tions of unemployment: rather than a 
unity and pooling of the reserved revenue 
imposed and by the British 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. Duty on 
tobacco manufactured in Northern Ireland 
amounts to nearly six million sterling per 
annum, but the Northern Exchequer in 
1934-35 was allocated £1,317,341 under the 
heading of tobacco duty. Northern 
Treland is credited with 22,492,615 for 
income tax. Is this the sum collected in 
Northern Ireland, and what happens. to 
income tax deducted at the source in Great 
Britain or paid on the profits of multiple 
businesses on their Northern Ireland 
operations? Anvone who takes the trouble 
to study these finance accounts will find 
that the reserved services controlled by the 
Parliament at Westminster are paid for 
hy the reserved revenue collected in 
Northern Ireland. Even a deficit on the 
Post Office, which is an imperial service, 
is made good by Northern Ireland revenue. 


Guardians and Relief 


The Belfast Board of Guardians, at the 
request of the Northern Ministry of Home 
Affairs, has decided wisely to postpone the 
cuts in the outdoor relief and to. restore 
the grants to the original level pendin 
further investigation. It is to be regre 
that it is possible, under the existing 
system, for 1,400 people to have their 


Telief grants curtailed before an oppor- 


tunity is given for a full investigation and 
consideration by the Board. Large num- 
bers of industrial workers, with good in- 
surance and industrial records in the ship- 
yards and engineering works and factories 
in Belfast—those, in fact, who have in 
the. past built up the industries of the 
city—have been compelled through trade 
depression to seek relief. Their unemploy- 
ment benefit has long since been exhausted, 
and they must claim public relief if they 
are to live. Under the Unemployment 
Act the Government assumes respon- 
sibility for all able-bodied unemployed, 
but, unfortunately, Part Two of the Act 
has not yet come into operation, and the 
second appointed day has been postponed. 


Power of Bureaucracy 


In the Northern Senate this week an 
attempt was made to clip the wings of 
bureaucracy. The bill extending the un- 
employment scheme to agricultural 


workers provided that the insurability of | p 


certain classes of employment should be 
determined by the Ministry of Labour, 
with a right of appeal to the High Court. 
There was strong opposition to this pro- 
pease which merely extends to the new 

ill for agricultural workers the existing 
practice in regard to industrial workers. 
An amendment was moved by Senator 
Leslie, who expressed strong opposition to 
any extension of bureaucratic power, and 
urged that the decision as to insurability 
should be made by a Resident Magistrate 
acquainted with conditions in the district, 
and not by a tribunal set up by the 
Ministry of Labour. The cost of a 
decision before the magistrates would be 
much less than if some unfortunate 
applicant had to appeal to the High 
Court. To expect an unemployed man to 
raise £50 or £60 to institute an appeal to 
the High Court, to say the least. is border- 
ing on the ludicrous. It might be done by 
a trade union on his behalf, but a jobbing 
gardener, estate worker, dr farm labourer 
is not usually a member of a trade union, 
with the result that he would have to 
remain satisfied with the decision of the 
Ministry’s tribunal, however much 
might feel aggrieved. The Senate decided 
that the Resident istrate should decide 
such matters, and Government, later 
accepte? a new clause which gives the 
applicant for benefit the right to go before 
the local court. 


War on Smuggling 


In recent weeks there has been a notable 
decrease in smuggling. All the members 
of the Royal Ulster Constabulary along 
the border have power now to detain cattle 
and make arrests of Customs warrants. 
Previous to the new. arrangement 
about 113 police were detai

to Derry. Under the new arrangement 
the British Government is to contribute 
an annual sum of £80,000 per annum. 
When this item is taken into considera- 
tion, in addition to the prevention 
Customs officers and the border posts, the 
Customs Larrier must cost the British 
Exchequer over £100,000 per annum. A 
border census of cattle coming into the 
various fairs in the vicinity of the border 
has been established by the police, and 
this enables them to keep a closer su 
vision upon cattle movements. Night 
attempts to smuggle cattle over the border 
have ceased, and the prices now obtain- 
able for cattle on the Northern side of 
the border have shown a tenvency to 
advance. 


City Improvements 


The Belfast Corporation have several 
schemes for improving the city, apart from 
the boundary extension scheme, which w= 
to be presented in a bill to the Northern 
Parliament in the autumn session. One 
of the most important of these is the con- 
struction of a by-pass road on the County 
Down side of the River Lagan to avoid the 
congested Newtownards road area. This 
new road will be five miles long, and will 
begin near the County Down Railway 
Station and continue to Holywood, along 
the shore. The new road will facilitate 
the development of the large aerodrome 
and seaplane base which the Commis- 
sioners have planned near Sydenham. It 
is suggested that the new road should be 
100 feet wide, with definite tracks for 
motors, cyclists and pedestrians. Eventu- 
ally it is hoped that the road will be 
extended to Bangor, or, as an alternative, 
that the Belfast-Bangor road, which carries 
an ever-increasing volume of traffic, will 
be widened and straightened. Another 
prayer is the construction of either a 

ridge across, or tunnel under, the Lagan 
which would join the new road opposite 
the County Down Railway Station.

A BANKING OPINION.

of ‘materials. Tor this reason the com- 
plete lifting oí the ban would be a 
good thing, and it may be mentioned that 
various economists and bankers have urged 
the importatite of foreign lending.‘ At the 
last ‘annual meeting of the National Provin- 
cial Bank, for example, Mr. Colin F. ag 3 
bell said there is reason to regret that the 
an on new-issues on foreign account is still 
found to be necessary, since the connection in 
former times between the activity of 
foreign lending and the expansion. of 
our’ export trade was constant. With 
the - recent rise in commodity prices, 
he added, the credit of some countries 
that were at one time regular borrowers for 
legitimate purposes of development has been 
improved. Issuing houses ‘and investors may 
be relied on to be extremely cautious in the 
matter of offering or subscribing for foreign 
loans, and it will be unfortunate if the pos- 
sibility of improvement in foreign inter- 
national trade is frustrated by a desive to pre- 
vent the outward movement of capital when 
trustworthy borrowers are in a position to 
ask for it, in the London market. 


FAVOURABLE MARKET FACTORS 


Instances multiply of the activity of general 
trade. This satisfactory state of affairs is 
mainly indicated in the annual reports of in- 
dustria] companies, with their story of growing 
profits, and, not infrequently, of increased dis- 
tributions. 

The provincial clearing bank returns tell 
the same tale, and expanding trade is reflected 
in the home raflway traffics, the record pro- 
duction of steel in March, and the employ- 
ment returns, while the greater spending 
power of the community is indicated by the 
increase jn the note circulation of the Bank 
of England. Thus the prospects of a further 
expansion in national revenue during the 
current financial year are favourable, and it is 
not surprising that the market for tmdustrial 
ordinary shares still shows considerable firm- 
ness. Among the more hwportant of the 
recent company reports showing improved 
results are those of the De Beers Consolidated 
Mines (where the increase in revenue pomts 
to freer spending) of the Ford Motor Co.. 
Lever Bros. and Hadfields. The reduction in 
the profits of Stewarts and Lloyds was dis- 
appointing, but evidently the earnings of 
Babcock and Wilcox were larger, though the 
repetition of the previous dividend caused a 
fall in the shares.

In the Ireland in which they lived to-day— 
not by any means a heaven on earth, but, for 
all that, an Ireland largely in the hands of 
men of their race and religion—they saw on 
every side the emergence of the historic Irish 
nation to a ile life, thay hoped, than it 
had ever formerly enjoyed. 

The Father AM ns Feis deserved to be 
reckoned as one of the principal factors in 
that national re-birth. Year after year, 
through many viccissitudes, it had persevered 
in the good, and, indeed. holy work, under- 
taken by its founders.

There is, he said, little or no future in 
this country for a professional musician; if 
music is tu survive it can only do so on an 
amateur busis. Perhaps that is not, on the 
whole, a disadvantage. If the love of vocal 
and instrumental music—particularly of in- 
strumental music—can be preserved in the 
homes, we may ultimately be able to con- 
tribute more to the world’s culture than we 
ever did before. Incidentally, the: love of 
music can make the home again a home, and 
not merely a place in which to take meals 
and to sleep. FS: 

The Feis, he continued, acted as an mspira- 
tion to the young musician, and gave his 
work a focus. It supplied him with an 
ambition, crowned his success, and even his 
failure was not wholly a failure, because 
there was also benefit derived, and the ad- 
judicating system which always had been 
meticulousl¥ fair, enabled him to get an 
expert opinion which otherwise he might 
never get.

He had seventeen or 
eighteen years’ experience of the Father 
Mathew Feis, and he could testify that it 
always had recognised that fact. To-day 
with Father Michael and Father Senan in 
charge, aud an active branch of the Gaelic 
League working in close co-operation with 
them, he was confident that the Irish com- 
petitions would be better than ever. 

Proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. O Broin, 
the Rev. Aloysius, founder of the feis, said 
that he was proud to know that to-day even 
the children could follow the speeches in 
Irish; whereas, when the feis was founded
